Prob- 
ably some of the summer residents will 
have the system installed in_ their 
homes as it will be had at a moderate 
rate. 

Another matter that is meeting with 
much. approval.on-all sides is the in- 
troduction of a telephone line to the 
grounds, It will be a pay station of 
course, but will be a matter of consid- 
erable convenience to the greater num- 
ber of the visitors. The association 
positively intends to give it a trial. 
The company requires a deposit or 
guarantee which will undoubtedly be 
granted’ by the committee. With 
these up-to-date arrangements Hed- 
ding should meet with a revived inter- 


st.

Mr. Curley of Boston continued his 
argument in favor of his amendment 
to the bill to provide that hawkers, 
pedlers and bootblacks less than 14 
years of age, shall be licensed by the 
Boston. School Committee. _ - 

Mr. Duff of Boston opposed the 
amendment-and favored the bill. -He 
said the school committee is the proper 
branch.to issue these licenses to school 
children, 

Mr. Sutttvan-of Boston saf@“a more 
non-partisan body than the-. Boston. 
City Council would be -hard to find 
since the Democrats gained the as- 
cendancy; the party whip is never 
cracked and politics afte not discussed. 

Mr. Homans of Boston favored the 
bill and opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Keenan of Boston moyed_ to 
amend by- providing thatthe bill 
should apply only to the licensing of 
scholars in the public schools, He 
said there is no reason why the school 
committee should have supervision 
over the parochial schools; it would 
create religious prejudicee and would 
accomplish no good. This bill is only 
wanted in order to give a job to some 


end_of the school committee, 
Mr. Leahy of Boston said this bill 
should not be corisidered from a party 
standpoint.

The Keenan amendment was rejected 
by a vote of 36 to 47. Mr. Keenan 
claimed ‘‘no quorum,” but the count 
showed 127 present. : 

Mr. Curley’s amendment was rejected 
by a vote of 43 to 68. 

By a vote of 77 to 47 the bill was 
passed to be engrossed. Mr. Curley 
asked for a roll call, This resulted 8 
yeas to 42 nays in favor of engrossing 
the bill. 

Mr. Donovan of Cambridge spoke in 
favor of suspending the rules to admit 
his petition for legislation to provide 
that the act compelling a new regis- 
tration of voters in wards of Suffolk 
Senatorial districts outside of Boston,

Mr. Dinan of Cambridge favored sus- 
pending the rules.

HISTORICAL ANDOVER 


Dunbar 1651-Ballardvale 1861. 


There does not seem to be much con- 
nection between these two .plaves and 
dates.

Here the 
long lease system was started ° and the 
potato first planted, also the first hedge, 
with threshing machines in 1786 and 
steam plows owned by tenants about 
1862, the year Ballardvale began to 
boom. Alexander Morrison, born near 
Dalkeith (which with all my geography 
I failed to locate properly) in 1790, died 
in Andover 1850, called a farmer, al- 
though while with us he kept a shop or 
store of supplies. _ His sem Andrew, 
still living near the Spicket in Law- 
rence, was also called a gardener on 
our records as well as trader. I infer 
that the Morrisons were early farmers 
on the tenant system. I found the 
names ot Archibald and Andrew Mor- 
rison 1685 and 1690 on “Scotch Chari- 
table” lists of members in” Boston, atid 
strange to-say, these identical names 
were those of the two lines’ of Ballard- 
vale. Mr. Andrew Morrison said that 
so far back as he could go, his people 
lived in Haddington. burgh, some 
farmers, some~inn™ holders and @ few 
mariners, one uncle being in service in 
the Navy during French Wars. : 

‘The only Morrison of celebrity began 
life.a shepherd boy and was. appren- 
ticed a lastmaker. Young Kobert, born 
in Northumberland, Eng., of Scotch 
parents in 1782, studied theology, of 


way to Canton as a translator for the 
East Indian Company 1808, half his 
life gone already in preparing for his 
work... In-epare—hours--there, «he con- 
eocted a Chinese Dictionary and a 
Grammar, translating the’ New Testa- 
ment in 1814 and Old Testament I818, 
assisted by McIntire, fouriding a college 
at Malacca for Anglo-Chinese. He was 
back in London, Member of Royal 
Society in 1823, advocate cf Chinese 
Missions before large audiences, 
brought ‘hotiie-10,000 volumes of Chi- 
nese works and died 1836 at 52.

was nearer’ Edinburgh and the sea 
while-Hawick is on the extreme South 
border, and in 1570, the Earl of Sussex 
burned down every building save the 
stronghold of the Barons of Drum- 
lanrig, now the old Tower Inn. Near 
this town, lies Melrose Abbey and in 
another direction Abbotsford, home of 
Walter Scott. Allan water drains one 
end of the county. Hawick sits where 
Teviot and Slitrig meet, and the houses 
are all old forts, adapted to border 
needs, Here is the seat of the great 
wholesale houses that manufacture and 
sell tweed plaid, hosiery and gloves, in 
Scotland, holding first place. — Rail- 
roads are handy, with good drainage 
and all modern disposition of sewerage, 
public libraries and an old Moat Mound, 
once the seat of justice. Here weavers 
began in 1214 to build up the trade, 
and led in 1640, when we here were 
just getting over—1732 somebody got 
control of several looms at once. 
Linen and wool factories soon led to 
carpet making, 1752. ‘Hose weaving 
in 1771: with 4 looms and 10 working 
and 2400 pra year, became first of its 
kind by the time Ellen daughter of 
Andrew Biggar and Christiana John- 
stone was born in Sterick Forest and 
came to live in Hawick, where she 
married Alexander Morrison and there 
all the children were born between 
1810 and 1840. The couple were very 
young and the grandchildren only 
barely escaped being Scotchmen. Old 
Mrs. Biggar crossed to Canada witha 
daughter while a son continued to re- 
side in Galashiel which publishes a 
newspaper, I saw at Miss Renwicks in 
the Vale (These, Roxborough names 
are a mouthful).. When Mrs. Morrison 
died at 76 in’ Ballardvale she was the 
oldest survivor of the Scottish emi- 
grants who came when Marland’s Mills’ 
were started there. Andrew Scott 
came earlier and was on the new school 
district list in 1837. His wife was 
Janette Morrison, daughter “of~ Archi- 
bald, born up near Glasgow and not a 
near relative of Alexander. In Had. 
dington allthe farms were owned by 
landlords—469 tenants’ in 1857, farmed 
102,455 acres and paid: an annual rent 
of £264,475. So Ballardvale, homely 
as it seems to us now, maybe did not 
look so uninyiting to a man who longed 
for home and land of his own. — Alex- 
ander bought the. brick block or, he.al- 
ways lived in it as did his son-in-law, 
Walter Murray, who married 
Christiana Morrison in 1810.

A fire of a very bad nature, last Friday 
night destroyed the barn of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth M. Moulton, located on a back road 
not far from the Haggetts Pond station, 
on the Boston & Lowell road in the Os- 
good district.
